Avpany, Beptember 12.—A terrible boller ex-
plosion ocourred to-day in the saw and planing
mill of 8t George Rock, at the corner of Law-
rence and Water streets, Ten or twelve per-
sone were killed, and ten others serlously
wonnded, No cause can be assizgned, the engl-
neer being killed, TLe establishment coverod
an acre of ground, and it is sald the loss will
be about £20,000, The following is & list of
those killed:—

Jotin Cullen, engineer, aged forty years, loaves
4 wifo and five children, His body was blown
to pieces, which were gathered up in & box,
John Hoffman, aged twenty-iwo, unmarried,
omployed in feeding the planing machine,
John Kirk, a cousin of the mill owners, aged
twenty-five, leaves 8 widowed mother. James
O'Nelll, aged sixteen, was a carman, and was
driving in front of the engine-house, He buried
his mother a few dayes since, Johu Femmore,
fireman, aged thirty-eight, married, lenves sgven
ehildren, Cornelius Blye, a German, aged forty.

It is believed three or four bodles were blown
into the river. The calamity spreads mourning
over the city. The streots near the mill were
filled with spectators, many of them inquiring
aflter their fniends. It is possible that one or

more bodies may be under the ruins,

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SECOND NATIONAL CATHOLIC COUNCIL,

Arrival of Archbishops and Bishops in New York
—TImportance of the Deliberations of the Council,

Ete. Ete.

The second National Council of the Catholie
Chureh of the United States, to be held in Bulti-
more on the first Bnndai' in Uctober, and which
i# to terminate on the third Sunday of the sawme
month, will probably prove a grand religious

ant. All the archbishope of male religious
ordera, the superinlendents of semiparies, in
fact, the entire Catholic clergy, have been in-
vited to attend, and the invitation seems to
have been generally accepted. The Most Kev.
Dr. Spaulding, Archbishop of Baltimore, hns
peen delegated by the Pope to preside over the
deliverations of the council,

Among the dlstininuished clergymen now in
this city trom the Pucific coast are the Arch-
bishop of San Franciseo, the Most Rev. Dr, Ale-
many, Most Rev. Dr. Blanchet, ot Oregon City;
his brother, Right Rev, Blanchet, of Nesqually;
Right Rev. Dr. Demers, ﬁ*on] Vancouver's
Island; Right Rev. Dr. Amet, of Los Angeles,
Right Rev. Dr, 0'Connell, ol M;u,\'sw_l.ll-, and
others. Many of these gentlemen arrived on
Saturday last; some, however, ¢ame by 8 ditlfer-
ent route, and did not reach this city until Sun-
day. Four of the bishops since their arrivel
hove assigted ot high mass at 8t, Peter’s church,
It §s understood that seversl of these prelates
have gone to Montreal, with a view of securing
the co-operation of members of Cutholic orders
for the edueation of the youth in the several
dioceseés now not  represented by qualified
teschers of the Catbholic falth,

The lmportance of the Convention about to
asssemble at Baltimore may be detéermined by
the fact that there will be lorty-one prelates, at
lenst one hundred priests, aud a great number
of supervisors of ordurs present,

The first Nationnl Councll was held st Dalti-
more in 1853, and its deorees, ufter having beeu
3{']"’““" b‘)’ the Pope, were published, and
théir provisions have since been obsarved in the
discipline of the Catholic Chunch, 1t is thought
the present Council will excrelse amuch greater
influence thun the one ll;ra'cmhng it, owing to
the great incrense of Bishops and religious
orders of the Church, The direet objoet of this
important assemblage of Catholic clergymen is
for the purpose of regulating the disciphne of
the Church; also for a more systematic plan for
the edueation of Catholie youth,

It is generally understood that the Convention
will agvise the endowment ol several colleges
and seminaries, aod that the education of priests
will be a prominent topio of diseussion, 1t is
als0 understood that new Hplscopuil sees will be
establishéd and bishops appointed to @1 them.
All pomnations will, ol course, be referred to
Roms for contirmation, this belug obligatory on
all Cntholie Councils, An estimate of the im-

rtanee of the Council may be detived from the

fact thut the leading minds of the priesthood ot
thoe Catholic Cbhurch frow all parts of thoe Unlted
States will be wssembled, sud the interests of
the Catholic Chureh throughout the entire
country will be represented, The delecutes who
have aerived in this city have generally been
entertained by the irlends of the severn! orders
to which they belong, and their reeeption has
sot only been cordial but enthuslastic.—XN. ¥,
